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A PARADE OF BREAKING HEARTS 


A New York dispatch of recent date has the 
following to say on a phase of the case which lit- 
tle is: thought about. It tells its own sad, sad 
story. God pity those mothers. Their hearts are 
bleeding as well as the bodies of their sons on 
the battlefields: 

Silently, to the measured beat of muffled 
drums, a great army of peace moved down Fifth 
avenue this afternoon. Upwards of 2000 women, 
black-clad, without banners or the blaring of 
bands, marched in a procession of mourning in 
protest against the slaughter of human beings 
in manmade war. 

Never before has New York witnessed such a 
spectacle as was presented in this procession, 
comprised mostly of women of middle age, the 
mothers of such men as are now sacrificing their 
lives upon European battlefields. There were 
seores, bent and gray under the weight of vears, 
who patiently trudged in the wake of the ban- 
ner of peace, registering their silent protest 
against the slaughter of lives given to the world 
by the women of other nations. 

There have been processions of women in New 
York of greater numbers, but none more impres- 
sive. More than 100,000 persons, silent, reveren- 
tial, watched the marchers as they moved down 
the broad avenue from Fifty-ninth street to 
Union Square. The throngs lining the sidewalk 
and packing the windows of the sky-scrapers 
were unusual for New York. There was prac- 
tically no cheering or applause as the silent host 
marched by.
